O ne o f E n g la n d ’s G re ate st P rose W riters 
aud Poets. 


L o n d o n , September 25th.—Eliza Cook, 
poetess, died to-day at W imhledon, where 
she lived in seclusion for many years. 
[Eliza Cook was an English anthoress, born in 
Southwark, London, iu I817. Her father was a 
tradesman in narrow circumstances, and tier 
mother dying w hen Eliza was 15 vtara of age, 
her home was neither pleasant nor happy, hhe 
had early evinced a taste lor literature, and 
now sought in intellectual pursuits relief lrom 
the hardships of her titnation. In 1837 she be­ 
came a contributor to the Loudou Week y Dis­ 
patch. and wrote for other periodicals, lii 1810 
a collection of her poems under the title ot 
"M elaia and Other Poems," was published in 
London, in 18t9 she became the editor of Kliza 
Cook's Journal, a weekly publication designed in 
her own words to aid in the gigantic struggle 
for intellectual elevation now going on. For 
several years it contained many vigorous prose 
articles and poems irom her pen, but was dis­ 
continued in 1854, on account of her illness. 
Several editions of her poems have been t nb- 
lished, and in 1864 a new volume appeared un­ 
der the title of "New Echoes and Otbér Poetas.” 
The same year she o: tained a literary pension 
of £100 per annum.—Eds.]

T h e Europeans are manifesting alarm 
at the possible result of the Congress of 
American nations that is about to assem­ 
ble in this country, under the auspices ot 
the Government of the United States. 
They fear that the outcome will be the 
stripping from Europe of the mo6t of her 
trade with South and Central American 
States. Let us hope that their fears may be 
realised. 
The coming conference is one 
that should have been called twenty years 
ago. 
Germany, England, France and 
Spain have been doing a business in the 
States of the American Continents, outside 
of our nation, that by commercial right 
belongs to us. That we have not done 
twenty fold more business with these States 
is due to our stupidity and stubbornness— 
a fact that we are just finding out, though 
our Consuls for two decades have been 
telling us that if we were wise we would 
manufacture, pack and ship to suit the 
tastes of our neighbors. We have not 
heeded the advice, but have insisted upon 
•ending them goods such as we have 
deemed they ought to have, and quite ir­ 
respective of the wishes of those we have 
•ought for customers. Thus, we have re­ 
fused to adapt ourselves to the wants of the 
Mexicans in the matter of manufacturing 
■wagons and other vehicles; in shipping 
goods we have packed poorly and have not 
been true to our samples; we have not 
sought out the desire of the purchaser, 
but have impudently told him that our 
style or brand, or design is the best, and 
that his are old-fashioned and behind the 
ege. These references are only partial; 
we have many other things to confess our­ 
selves blameworthy for in this matter, 
such as the failure to encourage the trad­ 
ing marine with our neighbors, to establish 
wise reciprocity with them, and so on 
through a long chapter. When, therefore, 
we invite these, our neighbors of the two 
continents, to meet with us for a better un­ 
derstanding with regard to mutual inter­ 
ests, it is not surprising that European 
nations should become alarmed and fear 
that the consultation will lead to a broad­ 
ening of our trade with our friends on this 
side of the Atlantic, and corresponding 
diminution of European traffic with them. 
F or a time so long that no oue can cal­ 
culate it accurately, bakers have worked at 
night in order that people may have fresh 
bread for breakfast. It has not availed to 
break up the custom to preach that fresh 
bread is not so good for the digestion as 
that which is some hours old, indeed, it is 
considered that twelve-hour bread is very 
much preferable for the health of the di­ 
gestive organs, but still night baking con­ 
tinue. In nearly all things science has 
aided workers by relieving them of night 
work, except in this matter of baking 
bread. True methods and processes have 
been discovered by which the labor has 
been lessened and the quality of the bread 
improved, but notwithstanding the bakers 
have been compelled by the tyranny of 
custom to work all night, or nearly so. 
Very recently, however, a reform in this 
matter was introduced in the city of To­ 
ronto, Canada, and it has been followed in 
«orne smaller places, by which good bread 
is furnished, fresh enough for any reason­ 
able demand, as the result of day work. 
The master bakers throughout the country 
are now consulting together with a view of 
introducing the reform generally. They 
contend, and with much reason, that there 
is really no necessity for a large body of 
workers being computed to labor all night 
for six nights in each week, and be thus 
shut oil from participation in the usual af­ 
fairs of the world by the necessity of sleep­ 
ing all day. They hold that cleaner and 
hotter work is done by day than by night, 
and that the natural conditions of sunlight 
and atmospheres, warmed and purified by 
the sun, give better, more healthful and 
economical results in baking. The master 
halters, with the new processes to fortify 
their position, certaialy have a strong case, 
and one that appeal* directly to the best 
sympathies of humanity.

I t has never been satisfactorily ex­ 
plained how" General Gordon met his fate 
in Khartoum. Now comes a tale that he 
was speared to death by his own soldiery. 
It has this much of probability, that the 
diary of Gordon shows clearly that lie lost 
confidence to a great extent in his troops 
and that he feared treachery on their part. 
It has long been the opinion of English 
military men that Khartoum fell as the 
result of the treacherous conduct of Egyp­ 
tian troops, under weak and inefficient 
officers, against whom the few Englishmen 
in the service of the Khedive could not 
prevail. Yet we are told that the men 
under Gordon had a singularly strong af­ 
fection for him, and that they manifested 
it frequently by enduring hardships for his 
sake, that otherwise they would have 
avoided. But they were not of his religion 
and were devoted to a creed that declared 
him to be an outlaw and a foe to heaven. 
It is possible, therefore, that when they 
were appealed to as followers of the “True 
Faith,” they may have turned against one 
they esteemed as a friend and respected as 
a soldier. 
A n action has been brought in San 
Francisco under the Code for the forfeit­ 
ure of property offered as a prize in a 
lottery. 
It should be pushed and an 
example made. If it is a good law under 
which it is sought, then it should be en­ 
forced and such property confiscated to 
the State. If it is a bad law the shortest 
road to that discovery is by its enforce­ 
ment. But while activity is manifest in 
arresting Chinese lottery agents and in 
confiscating property put up at lottery, 
why not test the law also that forbids, 
peremtporilv, any newspaper or other ad­ 
vertising agency from advertising a lottery 
in any manner? Three-fourths of the 
great dailies in this State openly violate 
this law, and manifest the supremest con­ 
tempt for its provisions—what is more 
amazing, there does not appear to be a 
Grand Jury, a District Attorney, a police 
or Sherifl’s officer in the State who has the 
moral courage to proceed against these 
same sheets. Indeed, great is the power 
of the press. 
South Am erica has 110 transcontinental 
railroad, but she is soon to have the want 
supplied. A line of railway is projected 
and will soon be completed between 
Buenos Ayres and Valparaiso. In fact the 
rails are already on the ground and par­ 
tially laid from the termini toward the 
Andes. The completion of the line, which 
involves some very difficult engineering 
problems, will work great changes in the 
commerce of the southern half of the con­ 
tinent. There is a well-founded belief that 
it will redound more to the benefit of 
North American commerce with the South­ 
ern Continent, than it will prove an aid to 
the European trade with South America. 


I t is now positively known that Bou- 
langism was completely routed in the 
election of the 23U in France. It sig­ 
nifies nothing that the erratic General 
succeeded in electing a few Deputies. 
Were all the blank votes counted for that 
side still the Government would have a 
strong working majority. 
The people of 
France have, in short, emphatically disap­ 
proved of Boulanger and all the cliques 
and “isms” related to his ambition. 


Some of the San Francisco papers of 
yesterday devoted nearly three columns 
to descriptions in detail of a prize fight 
between two little known individuals, and 
whose prominence in the prize ring has 
not been a matter of notoriety even. The 
fight, it is admitted, was a swindle—a job 
to defraud the lookers-on, who had paid a 
round sum to see two brutes pummel each 
other into insensibility. 
The question 
arises whether it is the office of good 
journalism to devote bo much space to the 
very lowest order of news? W hether the 
thinking, sultstantial people of the coun­ 
try demand such reading with their morn 
ing toast and coffee? W hether the mor­ 
als of the rising generation are henefited 
by such prominence being given to a class 
of news that deals with an eleineut not of 
value to any community? We are not 
saying that the news of the day as it his­ 
torically occurs should not he given, the 
bad with the good, but that the effort t* 
make the former predominant and to 
quicken a taste for it, is not the work of 
gooa journalism, the office of which is to 


Boston expects to furnish a very inter­ 
esting show in its international maritime 
exhibition, holding from November 4th to 
January 4th.

LAST NIGHT. 


Handsome Compliment to the Builder of 
the Magnificent Cathedral—The 
Toasts and Speeches. 


For some weeks it has been in contem­ 
plation by a number of citizens who are 
communicants of the Catholic Church, to 
give a grand banquet in honor of Bishop 
Patrick Manogue, in recognition of his 
untiring labors for and his triumphant suc­ 
cess in the erection of the Cathedral of the 
Most Holy Sacrament, in this city. Last 
evening the idea was realized in all its full­ 
ness, and the banquet was given at the Golden 
Eagle Hotel. It proved in every respect to 
be an affair reflecting the greatest credit 
upon its projectors, and testified also to their 
broad liberality, since fully half the guests 
were non-communicants, but citizens who 
recognized the fact that through the exer­ 
tions of Bishop Manogne Sacramento has 
secured one of the finest church structures 
in the United States.

THE TABLES. 
When the company left the parlor and 
marched toward the hanquet-room, mar­ 
shaled by Colonel McNasser and General 
Sheehan, the strains of music were heard, 
and as the doors were tiung open a string 
and reed orchestra played a grand march 
and during the evening discoursed choice 
selections of music. The company was 
seated at the tables, which formed three 
sides of a parallelogram, with Hon. Chris­ 
topher Green presiding. Upon his right 
was Bishop Manogue, upon his left Mayor 
Gregory, and disposed to the right and left 
thereafter the clergy and the State officials, 
the other guests tilling the tables on the 
loDger sides of the parallelogram. 
The tables were richly dressed with 
flowers in variously built pryamids and 
handsomely arranged boquets. Bouton- 
naires were at the plate ot each guest. In 
front of each plate stood the souvenir menu 
caids. 
THE MENU CARDS 
Were very handsome, and altogether orig­ 
inal in design and character. They consti­ 
tute souvenirs of the occasion that 
will be preserved by all so fortunate 
as to have been present at the ban­ 
quet, and duplicates will be sought for 
by many who were not. It consisted of 
two heavy primrose mounts, nearly an 
eighth of an inch in thickness, with gold 
serrated and beveled edges and finished 
corners. On the front card was an ad­ 
mirable portrait of the Bishop, framed in 
a faint-green tinted border and surmounted 
by his monogram. The back card bore a 
cabinet-size photograph of the Cathedral, 
framed in some cases in emerald-green 
lines, in others in broad purple bands; 
sometimes in primrose ribbon. Those of 
the Bishop and clergy were framed in pur­ 
ple silk ribbon, overlaid with primrose. 
The two cards were bound together at the 
top With broad purple ribbon (the Bishop’s 
color) tied in a equare knot. Between these 
two covers as they stood in the form of 
an inverted V depended two sheets of 
rich crinkled-linen paper, in some cases, 
of primro8?, heavy calendered, within 
borders of vermilion or emerald green, 
first the title page reading, in plain Roman 
letters:

His first pastorate was 
at Virginia City, Nev., where he served in 
his office eighteen years and endeavored to 
do his duty. To his surprise he was finally 
tendered the office of Vicar-General. He 
wanted to decline the honor, but his triends 
insisted and he accepted. He described 
his labors in that office modestly. He then 
referred to his elevation to a Bishopric and 


his selection of Sacramento above all other 
places for his seat, which decision, aft<r 
much wrestling with Rome, was ratified 
by the head ot the Church. He then set 
about the scheme of erecting the Cathedral 
of the Most Holy Sacrament. In June, 
1887, the corner-stone of the Cathedral was 
laid, and in June, 1889, the structure was 
dedicated to God and opened to the people. 
He expressed his belief that the building is 
rarely, if at all, exceeded in grace bystrucl- 
ures of equal size and importance. He 
closed by expressing his candid, heartfelt, 
sincere thanks for the honor done him by 
the occasion of the hour. 
The next tosst was “The United States 
of America.” The response »as by Hon. 
R. D. Stephens, who spoke, he said, 
the seotiment of all the people, that 
the Cathedral is an honor to the citv and 
the State and the United States, and one of 
which all who view it are proud. He re­ 
ferred to his persona! knowledge of the 
labors and sacrifices of Bishop Manogue. 
The next toast was “The State of Cali­ 
fornia,” responded to by Secretary of State 
Hendricks. He was glad that the occasion 
did require that the speaker should stick to 
the toast. [Laughter.] He was proud to be 
at the banquet in honor of the Bishop of 
the Diocese, to whose energy and devotion 
he paid a warm tribute. Mr. Hendricks 
continued in a half-humorous, half-serious 
tone in compliment of the guest of the 
evening. 
The next toast was “The City of Sacra­ 
mento,” responded to by Mayor Gregory. 
He declined to speak of the fine situation 
of the city, its resources, and its trade and 
society, but confined himself to acknow * 
edgment of the energetic spirit of Bishop 
Manogue, his devotion to his task, his sin­ 
cerity as a priest and a pastor, and his 
warmth of heart and breadth of human 
sympathy. He proposed anew the health 
and long life of Bishop Monogue, which 
was drank standing. 
The next toast was “Tbe Law, tbe Foun­ 
dation of Our Liberties,” responded to by 
Attorney-General Johnson, who in an elo­ 
quent manner, but with conciseness, paid 
a high tribute to the laws of the land. He 
paid a lofty tribute to the law-abiding 
character of tbe American people. His 
panegyric upon Daniel Webster and John 
Marsha 1 as prominent law-givers and law­ 
yers, was a brilliant passage. Speaking of 
the moral law, he came to mention of 
Bishop Manogue, and eulogized his success 
in the erection of the cathedral, that is not, 
for grandeur and architectural grace, sur­ 
passed by any other church edifice in the 
Stare. 
Tbe next toast was “The Church and Its 
Relation to the Human Family.” Re­ 
sponded to by Vicar-General Lynch. He 
paid a compliment to the Bishop and to 
the cathedral work and the structure, 
which is not outshone by any other in the 
State. Sacramento is a cathedral city, 
where the cross rises, and the Capital City, 
where the civil laws are enacted. He held 
that the church, with its open doors, teach­ 
ing the people the moral code, makes of 
them better citizens, and aids them to rise 
to the full level of their duties in obedi­ 
ence to the civil law. He gave, in con­ 
clusion, the health of Bishop Manogue. 
Drank standing. 
The next toast was “The Judiciary.” 
Responded to by Superior Judge Arm­ 
strong. He paid a tribute to the Bishop 
for his love for humanity, his ten­ 
derness for his people aud his energy 
in securing the erection of the beau- 
tifnl temple of God, to which so 
much reference had been made- Coming 
to the Judiciary, he made a vigorous pro­ 
test against the' heresy that obtains in some 
quarters that Judges are bought and sold, 
and that their judgments are the price of 
corruption. He declared that the Judiciary 
stands foremost as representative of the in­ 
tegrity of the American people. 
To the toast, “ The Native Sons,” Hon. 
F. D. Ryan responded, and iu behalf of 
“the young men” bore testimony to the 
worth, sincerity and Christian character of 
Bishop Manogue, to whom so many young 
men owe so much of their success. He 
urged young men to manifest by their lives 
that tbjey appreciate the blessings the State 
of California confers upon them, and that 
her institutions of both Church and of 
State insure them. 
To the toast, “The Sacramento Board of 
Trade,” President Joseph Steffens re­ 
sponded. After recital of a pleasant story he 
spoke in behalf of the business men of the 
city in acknowledgment of the value of 
such a building as the magnificent cathe­ 
dral builded by Bishop Manogue. He did 
not belittle the skill of the mason or the 
wisdom and order of the architect, but be­ 
hind them was the moving spirit to sug­ 
gest, direct and command. As a business 
man his relations had been close with the 
Bishop and very satisfactory. He related 
the story of the selection of the old site of 
8t. Rose's Church for the new Postotfice, 
and which was accomplished only because 
the word of Bishop Manogue proved 
stronger and better than any bond would 
have done. He closed with an earnest and 
eloquent tribute to the value of Christian 
lives to the great brotherhood of mankind 
This concluded the regular toasts, and 
special ones were in order. 
Senator F. R. Dray was first called out. 
He paid a warm tribute to the spirit that 
suggested and accomplished the erection 
of the Cathedral. As a man of no creed 
or church, he acknowledged that the lofty 
pile, whenever he passed near its walls, 
sbed upon him a spiritual intluence. His 
eulogium upon the work of the Bishop 
was very fervent. 
Mayor Gregory called out David Lubin 
as one who had tiaveled much and seen 
the noblest structures of earth. Mr. Lubin 
responded. He said there had been a time, 
hundreds of years ago, when the head of 
the Christian Church felt it an honor to be 
commended by a Jew. Why should it not 
he so in the year 1889? He relared of his 
visit to Rome how the guide through the 
churches pointed out the great works of 
art and architecture, and named the 
great men of Italy, and as he went over 
the list one after the other, architects, 
painters, builders, sculptors, they were 
shown to be Jews, the men in whose 
veins flowed the blood of the prophets. 
When in Rome, in great St. Peters’, with 
all its solemnity, he felt it was his as well 
as tbo Christians. 
So he felt that the Jew 
has an interest in the sacred edifice of Sac­ 
ramento justas he has in the stately pt- 
liticai building, the graceful pile known as 
the State Capitol. His peroration was de­ 
voted to the word and law of God. that is 
to all humanity, for he held that some 
day, when the curtain is lifted the finger of 
scorn will no longer be pointed at tbe 
“stiff necked race.” bat the open hand of 
brotherly love will be extended. He con­ 
cluded with an eloquent tribute to the 
pnests and t-a hers who lead men forward 
and upward under the guarantee of 
that great charter of human liberty, 
the CoLStitui’on tf the Unit'd 8 ( tes. 
The concluding volunteer toast was 
“Tbe Ladies.” and was responded to by 
Colonel McNasser, who paid a glowing 
tribute to Mrs. Theresa Fair for her boun­ 
teous aid given in the work of the Church 
in this city. He complimented also the 
women oí Sacramento who bad so tirelessly 
and devotedly laboied for the erection of 
the Cathedral. 
Chairman Green at this point arose and 
called attention to the hands of the clock, 
that iudicalrd the hour of midnight, and 
with a courteous good-night bade the guests 
to rise. 
So ended the banquet, notable for its 
elegance, for its dignity and its sincerity as 
a tribute. 
The caterer of the occasion was W. O. 
Bowers, the landlord of the Golden Eagle 
Hotel, who presided over the services the 
entire evening. It suffices to say that the 
excellence of the dishes, the promptness of 
the service, the total absence of friction and 
confusion, reflected high credit ppon his 
management. The orchestra of the even­ 
ing was under direction of Otto W. Noack.

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SUTTRR’S FORT. 


A NAPA PIONEER HOPES A MONUMENT 
WILL BE ERECTED, 


And Thinks the Site of the Old Fort 
the Proper P lace—Som e V alu­ 
able Suggestions. 


The proposition to have the ruins of (he 
old Sutter’s Fort preserved, which has been 
urged of late through the R ecord-U n io n’s 
columns by various public-spirited citizens, 
is bearing good fruit. It is being taken up 
by Pioneers and others in several parts of 
the State, and it now looks as if praccical 
results may follow. A very interesting 
communication on the subject appeared in 
yesterday’s San Francisco Alta, written by 
William M. Boggs, of Napa, one of the 
earliest white settlers of the State, and a 
brother of Lilburn Boggs, ex-Governor of 
Missouri, who died at his home in Napa 
many years ago. He suggests a new idea— 
the erection of a monument on the site of 
the old fort commemorative of California's 
first citizens. Mr. Boggs’ son, Guadalupe 
V. Boggs, has but one competitor for the 
honer of being the first white child born in 
the State. The gentleman writes: 
I have observed several articles of late in 
varions newspapers in the State in regard to the 
erection of a monument to the pioneers of Cali­ 
fornia, and various suggestions with regard to 
the location of the same. I class myself among 
those who are called pioneers at the presem 
day, although I know of many, now passed 
away, who were much more deserving to be 
called pioneers than myself. I arrived in Cali­ 
fornia as laie as November, in the year 1846— 
with my family and a few other emigrants— 
overland, in time to participate in the closing 
scenes of the Mexican war on this coast 
The suggestion to select a site for said monu­ 
ment on the original ground occupied by Sut­ 
ter’s Fort is a grand idea, and one that will 
meet the approval of every surviving pioneer 
witness to the stirring and eventful scenes that 
took place around that historical old fort That 
stockade was the rallying point of all old vet­ 
eran pioneers, the initial point from which all 
plans and purposes were laid for the conquest 
of California by her brave argonauts of the 
mountains and plains. The suggestion that the 
old fort shonld be rebuilt in its original form is 
also a good one: but the material, instead of 
adobe, or Fuuburnt brick, should be of solid 
grauite. A statue of the noble old Captain Sut­ 
ter should be one of the most conspicuous of its 
ornaments Methinks I can see him now as 
he appeared when I first entered the hospitable 
walls in 1846, with his hand extending to me a 
cordial welcome, and offering his services to 
the weary and travel-worn emigrant arrived in 
front of his gate, rendering every assistance in 
his power, regardless of cost. 
The material for such a structure is close at 
hand. The granite quarries of Folsom are uear 
by. The State of California has been liberal in 
her donations for all laudable purposes and her 
sons and daughters are as generous as they are 
noble and proud of their State. When the his­ 
tory of the birth of their ttate and the noble 
founders thereof is to be perpetuated for future 
geuerations, let it not be done in a stinted m an­ 
ner. Let the names of the framers of her first 
Constitution be enrolled as high upon her 
columns as those of the early trapper and ex­ 
plorer Ls on “Independence Rock on the pure 
Sweetwater liver.” 
Let the names of Sutter, 
Bidwell, Snvder, Blackburn, Swilt, Walker, 
Fremont and a host of other leading men be con­ 
spicuous among them. 
This edifice can become a home for the in­ 
digent pioneer, and under proDer management 
can be made a more attractive point of interest 
to the people of this State and that of other 
States and countries than any other place in the 
State. A grand mus, urn and collection of all 
California productions and natural curiosities 
can be established by receiving donations. L°t 
the State transfer its Bureau of Mineralogy to its 
keeping and our men of fortune can make be­ 
quests to carry out its designs. 
ANOTHER INDORSEMENT. 
George A. Rich, a well-known and prom­ 
inent farmer in this county, is the next 
man to come forward with an indorsement 
of the proposition to save the old fort from 
utter ruin. He writes as follows: 
Eds. Record Union: As a pioneer and an old 
subscriber to your valuable paper, I ask you to 
publish the following: Several weeks ago you 
published an¡appeal from General J. O. Maritne 
to the pioneers of the Pacific Coast, urging them 
to come np to the Captain's office and contribute 
their mite toward the purchase of the old Sutter 
Fort. Now, I am ready to contribute something 
toward the purchase of the dear old spot, and I 
am wel satisfied my fellow pioneers will not be 
found wanting if you but tell us how we can as­ 
sist. It is trne that General Martine has under­ 
taken a big task, for a young man, but I houor 
him for if, and if we had a hundred of 6uch the 
city would be the richer for it. But has the 
General written to those who own the property? 
If not, why not call upon their agents in this 
city, Messrs. W. P. Coleman and Peter Bohl? 
Tht6e gentlemen, if I mistake not, have the say 
as to price. Mr Coleman is a pioneer, and 
ought to help in this matter, and will, I am sure, 
toward getting a price, as he has the welfare of 
dear old Saciamento at heart as much as any of 
us, and he certainly 6hould feel as much inter- 
est.in getting hold oi this historic place, which 
is known Tom one end of the continent to the 
other, as the first place to give shelter to our 
early settlers in this part of the world. It is far 
from my purpose to make this suggestion in any 
but a friendly spirit, and I hope that those who 
have started the thiog will keep right on in the 
~ood work. They are bound to succeed if thev 
iO.

‘WHEN I’M GOOD, 
I'm Very Good, But W hen I’m Bad I’m 
Horrid !’ T here!” 
Rev. Father Coleman, of Marysville, was 
in this city yesterday. He came here in 
search of a girl named Stella Crannev, who 
had left a family for whom she had been 
working in the capacity of nurse, at Marys­ 
ville, and fled to this city. He told Chief 
Lee that he suspected she might be in one 
of the houses of ill-fame in this city, and 
if possible he wanted to save her. The 
reason he took such an interest in her was 
that the girl had been raised from child­ 
hood in the Convent at Grass Valley. She 
was an orphan when she entered that in­ 
stitution, and np to some time ago she had 
been steadily io the care of the Sisters. Ex­ 
pressing a desire to work for a family in 
Marysville she was allowed to go there, 
and for a long time she stayed in that city. 
On last Friday, however, she concluded to 
leave, and came direct to this city, and im­ 
mediately went to a house of ill-tame. 
After the reverend gentleman had given 
this information, and a description of the 
wayward girl, to Chief Lee, the latter called 
in olficer Rider, who in a very short time 
located the girl, and brought her to the 
Chiefs office. The officer (who. by the 
way. has of late done some good detective 
work), found the object of his search in 
an L-street house. She at first refused to 
go with him. but finally gave in. 
Father Coleman and the Chief had a long 
talk with her, but even the appeals of the 
clergyman liad not the least eflect. He 
pointed out to her the miseritsof the life 
she was about to enter upon, and begged of 
her to reform. 
She only laughed at his good advice, and 
said she did not care for anybody or any­ 
thing. She had concluded to take the step 
she did of her own choice, and none could 
change her. “ Ifvou lock me up,’’she 
said, “I’ll go right back into my old ways 
again after I’m out. I’ve made np my 
mind to be what I am, and there’s no use 
trying to talk me out ot it.” 
Seeingthat further persuasion was useless, 
the girl was given up by the Chief and 
Father Coleman as beyond redemption. 
Tne only thing that moved her was when 
the Sister Superior ot Grass Valley was re­ 
ferred to. She said that the ¿ister was the 
only person she loved in the world, and 
she burst into tears at the mention of her 
name. 
The unfortunate girl was allowed to go 
her way. She is quite pretty, about 18 
vears of age, and small. Her sister is 
known to tbe police, and was arrested here 
a couple of months ago for vagrancy. 
AMUSEMENTS. 
Miss Mather’s Juliana in Tobin’s fine old 
comedy "The Honeymoon,” as played at 
the Metropolitan Theater last evening, was 
one of the meet finished of performances- 
It served to illustrate the versatility of the 
artist and to prove how thoroughly compe­ 
tent she is for tbe varied standard walks of 
the drama. The extreme contrast between 
her Juliet and her Juliana throws her dra­ 
matic attributes into far greater prominence 
than would tbe pursuit of one line of act­ 
ing. In comedy she is artless, spontaneous, 
a child of nature, apparently. Her grace­ 
ful figure and lovely face contribute to her 
art, as do refined surroundings and rich 
mounting» to a rare picture. Her expres­ 
sion of feature in all cases where tbe eino- 
-»ons are involved is the reflex ot natural 
feeling, its assumption being so artful that 
the spectator loses sight of the art in tbe 
apparent absence of sll eflort to act. Her 
looks of love, irradiated with happiness, 
linger in the memory as among the most 
fascinating and fortunate expedients of the 
actor ever seen employed. In short, Miss 
Mather’s method is that rare union of emo­ 
tional power aroused through tbe imagina­ 
tion and not tbe senses, and the control of 
intellectual character. While thus pro­ 
nounced in commending the skill of this 
woman, it is not lost sight of that she ia 
chargeable with some mannerisms, is not 
free from errors of style, and that she is as 
yet not developed in power and the intel­ 
lectual strength as sho will be when age 
and greater experience shall have ripened 
and tODed her mind, and given her a deeper 


insight into tbe mysteries of dramatic art. 
Mr. Stndley’s Aranza was a consummate b:t 
of tbe coinage ot true acting, while Ey- 
tinge’a Mock Duke was a low comedy 
effect such as made actors famous in the 
days when the higher standards of dra­ 
matic text prevailed upon the stage. To­ 
night will be the last appearance of Miss 
Mather and her accomplished company in 
this city, when the powerful drama “Leah, 
the Forsaken,” will be played. Leah is by 
many of her friends rated as her best role. 
In the curse scene she rises to tbe level of 
some of the foremost tragediennes of her 
profession. The Portland Oregonian, a 
care’ul and not impetuous critic, pro­ 
nounces her the ideal Leab, and her pres­ 
entation of the character as masterly in the 
fullest sense of the term.

This land has been kept out of tbe market 
for many years, as the question of its min­ 
eral character has been involved. Lately 
the company took steps to secure title, and 
the General Land Office ordered a hearing 
in this city to determine the question. 
Many of the witnesses have resided thereon 
for thirty-seven years, and others are sons 
or Pioneers, who first saw the light of day 
on the land in question. The mines have 
been worked out, and the mineral charac­ 
ter thereof disproved.

Messrs. Hart, Davis, Catlin and 
Blanchard are attorneys for the respond­ 
ents, and W. S. Chuich and Johnson, 
Johnson A Johnson are the legal advisers 
for the city. The case will probably be 
placed on the November calendar when it 
is made up by the Clerk.

DOWN AND OUT. 


GBAND JUROBS BELIEVED OF THE IB 
IRKSOME DUTIES. 


Judge A rm strong T ells Them They H ave 
O utlived Their Term of Duty—A 
New Jury Ordered. 


When Jndge Armstrong opened Depart­ 
ment One of the Superior Court yesterday, 
he made an order citing the members of 
the Grand Jury, which body was then in 
session (or supposed to be), to appear in 
Court at 1 o’clock. A few minutes later 
the case then before the Court was con­ 
cluded, by agreement of counsel, and Dis­ 
trict Attorney Bruner suggested that the 
Grand Jurors might be called at once, to 
which Judge Armstrong assented. Mr. 
Bruner accordingly waited upon and noti­ 
fied them of the Court'a wishes. 
When the Grand Jurors presented them­ 
selves before Judge Armstrong it was found 
that four of the members were missing— 
Wm. Tnrton, H. R. Thompson, 8ol. Run­ 
yon and J. P. Cox. 
The Jndge in­ 
formed those present and repreaenting 
the body that the fact 
had 
come 
to his knowledge that the full number of 
Grand Jurymen had not been acting, and 
that some were tnen outside tbe jurisdic­ 
tion of the county. Furthermore, that the 
present Grand Jury had been drawn ten 
months ago, in 1888, and that Judge Mey 
era of Placer county had decided that'a 
Grand Jury cannot sit longer than the ter­ 
mination of the year in which it was 
drawn. He was free to say that he had not 
himself indorsed that view of the ques­ 
tion, but still sach was the decision of one 
of the Courts of the State, and it had not 
been reversed or annulled by anv action 
of the Supreme Court. 
Therefore it would be assumed that 
Judge Meyers’ decision was a correct one. 
The time was rapidly approaching when 
the criminal calendar for the October 
term of his Court must be called and cases 
set for ¡rial, and as he had determined upon 
calling a Grand Jury for this year, which 
must conclude its labors before January 
next, it was necessary for him to declare 
the present Grand Jury dissolved. 
The Judge, in the course of his remarks, 
spoke emphatically on the point that the 
action of a Grand Jury, to have legal effect, 
must be participated in by the entire num­ 
ber—nineteen. 
One juryman remarked that indictments 
had been found by a portion ot the Grand 
Jury, and persons convicted thereon in 
Judge Armstrong’s Court. 
The latter said that if he had been in­ 
formed of the facts at the time, he would 
not have received the reports. He sup­ 
posed the Grand Jurors were aware of the 
fact that less than the lull number could 
not find an indictment. 
One member, Mr. Turton, is said to be 
out of the State, and three others out of the 
county. The per diem of the members 
amounts to $2,166, and other expenses in­ 
curred during their ten months’ incum­ 
bency^ will bring tbe expense up to more 
than $2,500. No report has been submitted 
by that body since th i 15th of last M arch- 
more than six months ago. 
Some of the Grand Jury exhibited con­ 
siderable feeling on being thus summarily 
disposed of, and one of the number, Elijah 
Comstock, became so badly “rattled” tnat 
he slapped his hat on his head and gave ut­ 
terance to very audible bnt confused mat- 
terings of dissatisfaction. 
“That will do, sir! ” said the Court. “Take 
off your hat, sir, and cease your remarks ! ” 
And the disgruntled juryman led the 
way out of the Court-room, the group that 
followed him looking for all the world like 
a crowd of men at the races who had 
bought pools on the wrong horse.

Some parties yesterday saw a man steal 
a valise from a wagon on Tenth street, ami 
arrested him. He gave the name of Dan 
Fay, and is booked for petit larceny. 
Yesterday morning the Congress Hall 
saloon, on J street, between Fourth and 
Fifth, was entered by burglars. They got 
no money, but helped themselves to cigars 
and liquor. 
Brand; Campbell it Co. have just issued 
a very handsome lithographic map of the 
city of Sacramento in six colors. Many 
prominent bnildings are shown, as well as 
a view of the country adjacent to the city.

The San Francisco Post of last evening 
contained the following very sensible sug­ 
gestion :

THE BABIES. 
Curious Custom s and Superstitions In 
D ifferent Countries. 
In Ireland a belt made of a woman’s 
hair is placed about a child to keep harm 
away. 
Garlic, salt, bread and steak are put into 
the cradle of a new-born babe in Holland. 
Roninania mothers tie red ribbons 
around the ankles of their children to pre­ 
serve them from harm, while Ethiopian 
mothers attach bits of asafcetida to the 
necks of their offspring. 
Welsh mothers put a pair of tongs or a 
knife in the cradle to insure the safety of 
their children; the knife is also used for 
the same purpose in some parts of Eng­ 
land.Among Vosges peasants children born 
at a new moon are supposed to have their 
tongues better hung than others, while 
those born at the last quarter are supposed 
to have less tongue, but better reasoning 
powers. A daughter born during the wax­ 
ing moon is always precocious. 
At the birth of a child in lower Brittany 
the neighboring women take it in charge, 
wash it, crack its joints and rub its head 
with oil to solder the cranium bones. It 
is then wrapped in a tight bundle, and its 
lips annointed with brandy to make it a 
full Breton. 
The Grecian mother, before putting her 
child in its cradle, turns three times around 
before the fire while singing her favorite 
song to ward off evil spirits. 
In Scotland, it is said to rock the empty 
cradle wiil insure the coming of other oc­ 
cupants for it. 
Tbe London mother places a book under 
the head of the new-born infant that it 
may be quick at reading, and puts money 
into the first bath to guarantee its wealth 
in the future. 
The Turkish mother loads her child 
with amulets as soon as it is born, and a 
small bit of mud, well steeped in hot water 
prepard by previous charms, is stuck on its 
forehead. 
In Spain, the infant’s face is swept with 
a pine-tree bough to bring good luck. 
In America, the child is handed over to 
a nurse, with instructions to “raise it on 
the bottle.”

Chauncey M. Depew Opens, the State Con­ 
vention at Saratoga. 
Saratoga, September 25<th.—The Repub­ 
lican State Convention w as called to order 
this afternoen. 
Chauncey M. Depew "was chosen tempo­ 
rary Chairman. 
After several times three 
cheers were given, ho addressed the Con­ 
vention. Silence and. hush attested the in­ 
terest of the Convention in Depew's refer­ 
ence to the growth *>f the South American 
8 tates, 
almost 
o anoted by the United 
States, but fasten d bv England. 
When 
Blaine’s control oC the Nation’s foreign af­ 
fairs, and attention to South American 
commerce '-was referred to by Depcw, ap­ 
plause was agaitj awakened. When Depew 
referred to the rumors of Republican dis­ 
sensions in tbis State and then shouted 
‘"The Republic»a party of the State is all 
here,” tha delegates nudged each other in 
approval, and craned their necks to see bow 
■ex-Senator Waller and Senator Hiscock re­ 
ceived the u tterance. Both of these gentle­ 
men were immobile of feature, however. 
■Reference to the control of the liquor traf­ 
fic war. warmly received. Again Miller’s 
face was sonnned for evidence of approval. 
Not a ’line of his face relaxed, however, and 
his bends were still. 
Mr. Depew, continuing, said: “The dis­ 
putes and controversies among the Repub­ 
licans, accounts of which have filled the 
air, exiBt only in imagination, and come 
only from the pens and tongues of the 
enemy. Kor the first time in fifteen years 
• the Republican party is now in possession 
of both 
the Executive and legislative 
branches of the Government. They accept 
-th e responsibility, confident in their ability 
" to wisely administer the trust. The sur­ 
plus will be reduced by removing unneces­ 
sary burdens and adjusting taxation upon 
{irivate lines. Internal revenue and tariff 
aws are never perfect, but when reformed 
by their friends, as they will be during this 
Administration, modifications will remove 
«□necessary taxation without impairing 
in any degree the bedrock principle of pro­ 
tection.” 
Mr. Depew referred to the great 
enterprise and 
advancement shown by 
South American republics at the Paris Ex­ 
position. and said that emigration and en­ 
terprise have stimulated in these countries 
an industrious development in the last ten 
years more rapid than our own. The 
whole of this marvelously increasing trade 
now belongs to Europe. Eight years ago 
an eminent Republican statesman foresaw 
the advantages of closer alliance with these 
countries, and endeavored to bring it about. 
Now he finds himself again Minister of 
Foreign Adairs, and the President in full 
harmony with his views. 
The speaker referred to the coming Con­ 
gress of American Nations, and expressed 
the opinion that there would be formed a 
permanent political friendship and the 
closest commercial alliance among 
all 
countries of the western hemisphere. 
Speaking of the integrity of the ballot, 
Mr. Depew said: “ The Republican party 
will not cease agitation and effort until the 
ballot-box secures an .honest expression of 
the popular will, and the liquor traffic is 
placed under proper control. Had laws 
prepared aDd presented by the Republican 
party in relation to high license been 
placed npon the statute books of our State, 
one-third of the saloons would already 
have been closed, thousands of wrecked 
homes have been repaired and thousands 
of youDg men saved. The burden of taxa­ 
tion resting upon farm and homestead and 
business would have been lightened and 
m illions of dollars have been flowing into 
the State Treasury.” 
The Republican party,” continued the 
speaker. “ emphatically reaffirms its previ­ 
ous declarations upon the question of civil 
service reform, and the laws on the statute 
books on thie subject will be carried out. 
The first cruiser launched under the new 
Administration is a happy harbinger of the 
new navy, which shall redeem the credit of 
America upon the seas and protect a com­ 
merce which is to embraoe the world. Of 
course this summer 1 met many statesmen 
of the Old World, and found among them 
lresh apprehension and the profoundest re­ 
spect for American statesmanship, and the 
issue of the negotiations in the Samoan 
difficulty had impressed them with a new 
idea that in all matters which concern the 
interests of the Western hemisphere, the 
United States was the power whose wishes 
were potential.” 
The usual committees were appointed 
and a recess taken until 3:30 o’clock. 
Nominations were in order at the after­ 
noon session, and the following were nom­ 
inated :

State.

It was decided to have an additional 
member of the 8tete Committee, to be se­ 
lected from the colored Republicans. 
The Convention then adjourned sine die. 


MASSACHUSETTS REPUBLICANS. 


T e stim o n y R eg a rd in g th e E ffect o f 
l o n g and S h ort H a d . 
Kansas City, September 25th.— The 
Interstate Commerce Commission resumed 
its sessions to-day. The morning was de­ 
voted to the hearing of witnesses in the 
case begun yesterday by I ehman, Higgin- 
son <t Co.. of Humboldt, Kas., against the 
Southern Pacific and otfcer companies, in 
which it is charged they discriminated 
against them on freight charges on sugar 
shipped front San Francisco. The Com­ 
mission went into the whole question of 
transcontinental rates (f=-nd took a great mass 
of testimony. 
Vice-President Goddard, of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe, testified that the rate 
charged by his road was not discrimination 
against the complainant; that the rate to 
the Missouri river was the same as by the 
water to Missouri river points, in favor of 
which the complainants testified they were 
discriminated against. The rate was not 
made overland from San Francisco to 
Humboldt, therefore, although that city 
was nearer San Francisco than Missouri 
river points, there was no discrimination. 
A. B. Spreckels, a son of the sugar king, 
test:fi"d that the rate now by rail and water 
on refined sugar was so high that if it in­ 
creased it would ruin the refineries on the 
coast. 
It would be necessary lor the Pa­ 
cific coast refineries to ship the raw ma­ 
terial to New York and refine it there. The 
rate to Humboldt, if adjus’ed at all, would 
have to be raised from San Francisco to 
New York and not lowered from the Mis­ 
souri river to Humboldt, if the Interstate 
Commerce Act were not violated. 
Tho statistician of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe testified that the cost of haul­ 
ing sugar from San Francisco to the Mis­ 
souri river was 3J mills per ton per mile, 
and their charge was 5 1-19 mills per ton 
per mile. The profit was very small and 
could not be lessened with convenience. 
Recess. 
In the afternoon a good deal of testimony 
was taken in reference to statements made 
by previous witnesses concerning the rate 
on sugar from San Francisco to New York 
by the water route, and thence to Missouri 
river points. This testimony was corrobo­ 
rative in its nature. Among the witnesses 
were W. A. Bissell, of Alameda, Ueneral 
Traffic Agent of the Union Pacific road; J. 
A. Munroe, of Omaha, General Freight 
Agent of the Union Pacific; J. C. Stubbs, 
General Traffic Manager of the Southern 
Pacific; J. H. Turner, Assistant General 
Freight Agent of the Texas Pacific; E. L 
G. Steele, ex-President of the Chamber of 
Commerce of San Francisco, and formerly 
a heavy dealer in sugar; and W. I). Clarke, 
agent tor ocean vessels at San Francisco 
carrying freight to New York. 
The Commission gave the complainants 
sixty days to file briefs after getting all the 
testimony, and the defendant railway com­ 
panies were given a like time after getting 
the complainants' briefs. 


A Platform Demanding Proteetion anti 
a National Election Lav. 
Boston, September 25th.—The Repnbli- 
can State Convention was called to order 
this morning. The usual committees were 
appointed. Ex-Governor Robinson was se­ 
lected for permanent Chairman. 
The platform congratulates the country 
upon the restoration of the Republican 
party to power, commends the wice, pru­ 
rient conduct of the Treasury Department; 
rejoices in the restoration of dignity and 
vigor to the conduct of foreign affairs; 
•congratulates the President upon the prac 
ticai wisdom and honest purpose with 
which he deals with complicated question 
of appointments; commends the Presi­ 
dent's civil service policy; pledges the 
support of the Republicans of Massaohu- 
eetts in his efforts fo root out evil patron­ 
age from politics; looks to Oongrecs to 
defend sound currency, resist the increase 
of ibe present silver coinage, also to bring 
about a reduction of the surplus revenue;

DAKING ROBBERS.

H old Up an Express Trait: 
cessfnlty in Alabama. 
Mobile (Ala.), September 25th.—The 
Mobile and Ohio south-bound mail and 
passenger train was held up at 3:10 this 
morning by train robbers at Bucatunna. 
Two men mounted behind the tender 
and climbed over, covering engineer Tber- 
ral and fireman Hust with revolvere. The 
robbers were disguised. 
The leader or­ 
dered the engineer, under pain of death, 
to pull out and stop at a bridge two miles 
below Buckatunna and place the train so 
that the express and mail car shonld be on 
the further side of the bridge from the rest 
of the train, the bridge being a trestle over 
a deep creek. 
This was done. 
Then a third robber 
appeared. They covered the express mes­ 
senger and compelled him to dump the 
contents of the safe into a eack. He man­ 
aged in doing so to secrete $1,000. They 
got $3,000. 
Alongside the express car door 
was a pile of $70,000 in Government mon­ 
ey. e:i route to Florida, which the robbers 
failed to notice. 
Then the robbers made the express man 
get out of the car and go with them to the 
mail car. 
W. C. Bell, the mail agent, sus­ 
pected that robbery was going on and tried 
to get into the baggage car with a Dumber of 
registered packages of mail. Just as he 
stepped to the end door of the car the rob­ 
bers intercepted hint. 
The robber leader faced hint, pistol in 
band, and finding Bell's arms full of pack­ 
ages. said : 
“Dump those here on my left arm.' 
There were twenty four packages and 
Beil “damped” them as requested. The 
robber made Bell hand him then the reg­ 
istered pouch, which he carried off with 
him. The pouch was made up at Meridan. 
The value of the contents is unknown. 
Jnst then Scoles, the conductor, armed 
with a Winchester, came cut and shouted : 
"What’s the matter?” 
The robber fired two shots at him, cry­ 
ing out: “Come up here and you’ll see 
what's the matter.” 
The train was then allowed to proceed 
and the robbers disappeared. A posse was 
sent in pursuit. 
The leader of the train robbers is be­ 
lieved to bo Itube Burrows, a desperado, 
and the man whom the search for created 
so much excitement in the northern part 
of the State, a few months ago. At that 
time it was believed that he was organizing 
a gang to hold up some train. The Mo­ 
bile & Ohio Company anticipated an at­ 
tack and armed all of its train-hands with 
Winchester rifles. This was made public, 
and was doubtless what the robber referred 
to tnis morning, when he said during the 
progress of robbing the mail-car, “ Mobile 
& Ohio dared me to hold up their train and 
I wanted to show them I could do it."
